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THE TENTH REVISION OF THE UNITED STATES PHARMA-
COPEIA*

The tenth revision of the United States Pharmacopceia (officially
written U. S. P., X) was placed on sale on August 15, 1925, or a little
over five years from the date of the meeting of the convention called
for the purpose of revising the former, or ninth, revision. It will be
recalled that the first revision of the U. S. P. appeared in 1831, or
about one year after the meeting of the general convention which was
called to bring the first issue up to date. Attention is called to this
difference in time required for the revision of the first and recent edi-
tions in order that some conception may be had of the thoroughness
with which the problems before the recent revision committee were
studied. :

A brief outline of the history of the U. S. P. is given here before dis-
cussing the present issue. Dr. Lyman Spaulding, of New York City,
who lived about 100 years ago, realizing that therapeutics could
make more rapid advances if there was compiled a list of the drugs
which were considered most efficacious in the treatment of disease,
presented to the Medical Society of New York, in January of 1817, a
plan for the formulation of a list of drugs or substances of recognized
merit as medicinal agents. This list, containing the method of pre-
paring each substance, was to be known as the National or United
States Pharmacopceeia. Doctor Spaulding’s proposal led to the call-
ing of a general convention which was held in Washington in January,
1820. 'This convention authorized the publication of the first U.S. P.,
and it was issued from Boston on December 15, 1820. This first gen-
eral convention further provided for the calling of a new convention
to be held every 10 years in the city of Washington, D. C., for the
purpose of revising the preceding issue.

The delegates to this first general convention were appointees
who primarily represented either the various incorporated medical
societies or the incorporated medical schools of the United States,
among them being a representative from the Medical Society of the
District of Columbia. In those States in which there was no in-
corporated medical society or college the physicians and surgeons of

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that State were asked to organize and send a representative to the
convention.

Since the third revision the representation in the convention has
been extended, so that to-day membership in the convention in-
cludes not only representatives from incorporate medical societies
and medical schools but representatives from pharmaceutical and
drug societies and pharmacy schools, the medical branches of the
United States Army, United States Navy, United States Public
Health Service, and other interested branches of the Federal Gov-
ernment, such as the Department of Agriculture and the customs
service of the Treasury Department.

It should be noted that the U. S. P. is unlike all other Pharma-
copeeias in that an incorporated body, with no direct governmental
control, revises it. However, it is recognized by the Federal Govern-
ment as a standard work and has been made the official standard for
drugs in the United States which come under the pure food and drugs
act of June 30, 1906.

The tenth revisiont committee of the U. S. P. stated the objects and
scope of the U. S. P., X as follows:

The object of the Pharmacopeeia is to provide standards for the drugs and
medicines of therapeutic usefulness or pharmaceutic necesgity used in medical
practice throughout the United States and its possessions; to lay down tests for
the identity, quality, and purity of these; to insure, so far as possible, uniformity
in physical properties and active constituents.

Further—

No substances or combination of substances shall be introduced if the com-
position or mode of manufacture thereof be kept secret.

The general plan of the revision included the following features:
In the conferences of the general committee the physicians of the
committee were given the responsibility of deciding upon the admis-
sion of all therapeutically active substances, whereas the pharmacists
were keld responsible for the admission of those substances that were
pharmaceutical necessities. For this reason the book should appeal
to physicians more strongly than has the previous revision.

The decisions upon admissions and deletions were published in the
leading medical, pharmaceutical, and chemical journals, and all
criticisms were finally referred to the physicians of the committee.
The final decision on all disputed titles was based on a majority vote
of this special committee of physicians.

An entirely new feature was the election of auxiliary members to
subcommittees, such auxiliary members being selected by reason of
their fitness and expertness in a particular field. This brought many
additionel investigators into the active work of revision.

The following are among the important or striking changes whick
appear in the recent issue:
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The designation ‘“mil”’ as the term for the one-thousandth part
of a liter was discontinued, and the committee decided to return to the
generally accepted term ‘‘cubic centimeter,” the latter being con-
sidered to bo equal to one-thousandth of a liter, and is abbreviated
ucc.n

The bioassay of certain very potent drugs which can not be stand-
ardized by chemical methods is now required for aconite, digitalis
and certain of its more important allies, and also for epinephrine,
crgot, pituitary, and cannabis.

“annabis and pituitary were the only two drugs in the U.S.P., IX
which wero required to be assayed biologically. The extension of this
method of assay to the other above-named drugs is to be commended.

To bring about a greater degreec of uniformity in the application
of tho bioassays the Burcau of Chemistry of the United States
Department of Agriculture has consented to supply manufacturers
with substances conforming with the new pharmacopeial standards.

An optional method was also introduced for the assay of the vi-
tamin A content of cod-liver oil.

The present Pharmacopceia contains 626 titles. Articles that were
official in the U. S. P., IX|, but were not admitted to the U. S. P., X,
numbered 191, while 40 have been added, thus making a net re-
"duction of 151 from the number in Part I of the U. S. P., IX. This
reduction in number is very gratifying, since in the list of deleiions
were such ‘‘simples” as anise, arnica, witch hazel, hops, musk,
pepper, parsley, blood root, dandelion, dog grass, and viburnum. It
is safe to conclude that scientific medicine will in nowise suffer from
the deletion of such articles.

Eleven extracts and 25 fluid extracts were dropped, either because
other more uniform galenical representatives were retained or be-
cause the drugs themselves were considered worthless. Con-
spicuous among the fluid extracts retained is the fluid extract of
sarsaparilla, the chief use of which seems to be that of a vehicle.

Fourteen tinctures were deleted, among them being the tincture
of opium. However, the deodorized tincture of opium of the ninth
revision was retained under the name of ‘‘tincture of opium, or
laudanum,” the strength being the same as that of the old tincture
of opium.

The three lithium salts—namely, the bromide, carbonate, and
citrate—were dropped. It has long been considered that lithium
carbonate and citrate have no rational foundation in therapeutics.
The bromide offers no advantage over the official bromides of sodium
and potassium and possesses the disadvantage of being a deliquescent
salt.

Diastase is no longer official. Heroin, or diacetylmorphine. was
dropped, even though it is therapeutically useful. Inasmuca as
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it is a dangerous habit-forming narcotic which can be replaced by
morphine itself, it is now considered to be unnecessary; furthermore,
Congress has forbidden its manufacture in this country.

Morphine and strychnine are among the deletions, presumably
because the alkaloids themselves have a more limited application
than their soluble salts. Only four mercurial ointments are now
official, the ointinent of mercuric nitrate, or citrine ointment, being
deleted.

The name of mercurial ointment (Unguentum hydrargyri) has
been changed to stronger mercurial ointment (Unguentum hydrargyri
fortius), that of the diluted morcurial ointment (Unguentum hydrar-
gyri dilutum) to mild mercurial ointment (Unguentum hydrargyri
nmite).

The ointment of ammoniated mercury (Unguentum hydrargyri
ammoniati) remains unchanged both in name and strength, whercas
the ointment of yellow mercuric oxide (Unguentum hydrargyri oxide
flavi) has been reduced in strength from a 10 to a 1 per cent ointment,
to more nearly approach the concentration which is employed in
ophthalmology.

The preparation of the tincture of digitalis has been modified so
that a fat-free product results, the percentage strength remaining the
same.

A number of changes have been made in the official Latin titles.
For example. chloral hydrate is no longer chloralum hydratum but
chloral hydras: pituitary has been changed from hypophysis sicea to
pituitarium; lime water from liquor calcis to liquor calcii hydroxidi;
compound cathartic pills from pilulee catharticee composite to pilule
hydrargyri chloridi mitis composite; milk sugar from saccharum
lactis to lactosum.

Changes have likewise been made in some of the official English
titles, as, for example, diachylon ointment is now ointment of lead
oleate. All of the changes, both in the Latin and English names,
are in the direction of a greater simplicity and clarity of meaning.

The following articles have been added to the U. S. P. X.:

It is gratifying to note that of the 40 titles admitted 31 are **official ”
in New and Non-Official Remedies (usually written N. N. R.),
a book published annually by, and prepared under the authority of,
the Council of Pharmacy and Chemistry of the American Medical
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Association, and describing those propriotary remedies which con-
form to the rules of the council.!

The rules formulated by this council have for their object the
protection of the medical profession and the public against fraud,
undesirable secrecy, and objectionable advertising in connection with
proprietary medicinal articles.

The nine titles which do not appear in N. N. R. are as follows:
Fluid cextract of belladonna leaves; Rhus Glabra; Fluid extract of
Rhus Glabra: Resin of Ipomea; Krameria; Tincture of Krameria;
Whisky; and Brandy.

Some of these additions have had an interesting history by reason
of the fact that they have appeared in a former edition of the U. S. P.
and were later dropped. Krameria and its tincture, Rhus Glabra and
its fluid extract, whisky, and brandy appeared in the U. S. P. VIII
but were not admitted to U. S. P. IX. One wonders why the tannin-
bearing drugs, Krameria and Rhus Glabra, were restored without
deleting Kino and Gambir.

Ipomea, or Mexican Scammony, was introduced as a substitute for
Scammony resin, which appears to be practically unobtainable.

The rather extensive use of whisky and brandy in prescriptions
seems to have made it necessary to reinstate both of these sub-
stances. .

The above in brief presents the principal changes that appear
in the Tenth Revision of the U. S. P. It is evident that the book
has its limitations and that it can be further improved, particularly
in the direction of a larger number of deletions. This can be most
readily done by avoiding duplications.

DEATH RATES IN A GROUP OF INSURED PERSONS

The accompanying table is taken from the November, 1925,
issue of the Statistical Bulletin of the Metropolitan Life Insurance
Company, and presents the mortality experience of the company
for October, 1925, as compared with the month of September 1925,
and with October and year 1924,

The October death rate was said to be one of the lowest ever
recorded among the industrial populations of the United States and
Canada.

The Bulletin says:

All of the more important causes of death, save diarrheal diseases and accidents,
registered lower death rates than for October a year ago. In the case of tuber-
culosis, the reduction amounted to 12.6 per cent; for cancer, 9.1 per cent; for
cercbral hemorrhage, 27.3 per cent; for heart disease, 11 per cent; for pncumonia,
8.7 per cent; and for Bright's disease, 3.3 per cent. In the case of diarrheal
diseases, on the other hand, there was an increase of 23.4 per cent; but this is
due, in part, to the larger number of infants insured this year, and does not
indicate an actual, serious, rise in the death rate for these conditions.

The automobile fatality record is unquestionably getting worse each month.
No less than 306 industrial policyholders lost their lives during October. These
deaths correspond to a death rate of 20.8 per 100,000, a new maximum for this
cause of death for any month of any year, and exceeding by 4 per cent the previous
peak of 20, reached only last month. The suicide and homicide rates showed
considerable reductions both from October a year ago and from September.
Accidents, as a group, recorded practically the same rate as in October. 1924,
but registered a substantial decline as compared with September of this year.

GENERAL CURRENT SUMMARY AND WEEKLY REPORTS FROM CITIES

Diphtheria.—For the week ended December 5, 1925, 36 States
reported 1,779 cases of diphtheria. For the week ended December
6, 1924, the same States reported 2,231 cases of this disease. Ninety-
nine cities, situated in all parts of the country and having an aggre-
gate population of about 28,400,000, reported 940 cases of diph-
theria for the week ended December 5, 1925. Last year for the cor-
responding week they reported 1,033 cases. The estimated expect-
ancy for these cities was 1,414 cases. The estimated expectancy is
based on the experience of the last nine years, excluding epidemics.

Measles.—Thirty-three States reported 3,592 cases of measles for
the week ended December 5, 1925, and 1,113 cases of this disease for
the week ended December 6, 1924. Ninety-nine cities reported
1,963 cases of measles for the week this year, and 610 cases last year.

Poliomyelitis.—The health oflicers of 37 States reported 34 cases
of poliomyelitis for the week ended December 5, 1925. The same
States reported 64 cases for the week ended December 6, 1924.

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Scarlet fever.—Scarlet fever was reported for the week as follows:
Thirty-six States—this year, 3,207 cases; last year, 3,309 cases.
Ninety-nine cities—this year, 1,202 cases; last year, 1,457 cases;
estimated expectancy, 966 cases.

Smallpox.—For the week ended December 5, 1925, 36 States re-
ported 431 cases of smallpox. Last year for the corresponding week
they rcported 788 cases. Ninety-nine cities reported smallpox for
the week as follows: 1925, 72 cases; 1924, 319 cases; estimated cx-
pectancy, 33 cases.

Typhoid fever.—Five hundred and fifty-one cases of typhoid fever
were reported for the week ended December 5, 1925, by 35 States.
For the corresponding week of 1924, the same States reported 547
cases of this discase. Ninety-nine cities reported 107 cases of ty-
phoid fever for the week this year and 245 cases for the corresponding
week last year. The estimated expectancy for these cities was 94
cascs.

Influenza and pneumonia.—Deaths from influcnza and pneumonia
were reported for the week by 93 cities, with a population of about
28,000.000, as follows: 1925, 860 deaths; 1924, 862.

The “estimated expectancy” given for diphtheria, poliomyelitis, scarlet fever, smallpox, and typhoid
fever is the result of an attempt to ascertain from previous occurrence how many cases of the disease under
consideration may be expected to occur during a certain week in the absence of epidemics. Itis based on
reports to the Public Health Service during the past nine years. It is in most instances the median num-
ber of cases reported in the corresponding week of the preceding years. When the reports include several
epidemics or when for other reasons the median is unsatistactory, the epidemic periods are excluded and
the estimated expectancy is the mean number of cases reported for the week during nonepidemic years.

If reports have not been received for the full nine years, data are used for as many years as possible, but
no vear earlier than 1915 is included. In obtaining the estimated expectancy, the figures are smoothed
when necessary to avoid abrupt deviations from the usual trend. For some of the diseases given in the
table the available data were not sufficient to make it practicable to compute the estimated expectancy.
